Ed. Donkin Passed 
Away On Wednesday 
Afternoon 

Came to Frank in 1907; 

Had Been CPR Yardmaster 
Since That Time; 

Was Reeve for 13 Years. 

Friends throughout the Pass 
heard with sincere regret on Wedr 
nesday afternoon of the passing of 
Ed. Donkin, Frank oldtimer, at the 
age of 66 years. He took seriously 
ill last Thursday, death coming at 
Blairmore hospital. 

Bom in England, he came to 
Canada and resided at Winnipeg 
before coming to Frank in 1907, 
where he served with the CPR as 
yardmaster, a position he held till 
his death. During the past 13 years 
he was reeve of Frank and only 
last February was sent back to that 
office by acclamation. 

In 1915 he went overseas with 
the 192nd Battalion and served till 
1919, when he returned to Frank, 
having reached the rank of lieuten¬ 
ant. 

Surviving are his wife, a daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Mary Hovan, of Leth¬ 
bridge, and a son Robert. 

Ed. was greatly interested in pol¬ 
itics and each election saw him be¬ 
hind his candidate boosting him to 
the limit. H e was a member of the 
provisional board of the C. N. P. 
Municipal Hospital and was also al¬ 
ways a strong booster for the 
Crows’ Nest Pass. 


Coleman Unit In Readiness For 
Opening Gun To Launch 8 th Victory 
Loan; Canvassers Optimistic 


Zone organizer Jack Walker ad¬ 
dressed Coleman War Finance or¬ 
ganization on Tuesday evening and 
gave last minute instructions to 
canvassers before they launched 
the Eighth Victory Loan in Cole¬ 
man. Also addressing the canvass¬ 
ers was Unit Organizer Frank 
Aboussafy. 

Coleman’s quota, released this 
week, showed a boost of $20,000 
over the Seventh Loan, it being 
$125,000 against last Fall’s quota 
of $105,000. 

Citizens may expect the same 
canvassers that have been selling 
them bonds in past loans to call 
again this time. 

To give one some idea of the 
magnificent job local citizens and 
canvassers are doing it is actual 
facts that in the Seventh Loan 845 
out of 1,050 wage earners bought a 
bond, an average of 1 in 3.8 of the 
town’s population. 

The most marked improvement 
of any unit, city or rural, iii the 
province was made by Coleman in 
the Seventh Victory Loan when it 
boosted its purchasers by 209 over 
the 636 purchasers recorded in the 
Sixth Loan. This achievement was 
so brilliant that it even drew com¬ 
ment from the provincial execu- 


In the past seven loans Coleman 
citizens have purchased approxi¬ 
mately $800,000 in bonds. Allowing 
for the few bonrs sold it is esti¬ 
mated that $2,000 of new income 
comes into Coleman monthly in the 
form of interest on these bonds. 

The local committee asks all cit¬ 
izens to determine how many bonds 
they contemplate buying. It would 
aid in the canvass if the husband 
or wife would agree among them¬ 
selves to make the purchase should 
one or the other be absent from 
the home when the canvassers call. 
In this manner it would save a call 
back on the part of the canvassers.

Future Budgets to List 
Cemeteries’ Grant; New Town 
Pound Located in E. Coleman. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors 
Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

The new town pound has been 
located in East Coleman. Pound 
fees are one dollar per day per 
animal, with the exception of a 
stallion or bull, when the daily 
fee will be $5. 

An effort will be made to have 
the provincial government pay on 
a 50-50 basis the fee of $80 given 
the local nuisance ground caretak¬ 
er. At the present time the town 
pays $60 and the government $20. 

The provincial government will 
be asked to clean out Nez Perce 
creek from the CPR tracks up to 
the bridge at DeCecco’s residence 
on Third street. 

Town foreman Joe Malanehuk 
has informed council that it is his 
opinion improved drainage can be 
given those residences on Second 
street west. This work has been 
placed in his hands. 

Councillor Wilson reported on 
the meeting held last Sunday to 
formulate plans for the visit of the 
TB X-ray Clinic to Coleman. 

Provincial Sanitary Engineer 
Menzies visited Coleman last week. 
He will send from Edmonton Sani¬ 
tary Inspector Butterfield who, in 
company with Police Chief Antle, 
will inspect homes alongside the 
river in Willow Drive and tell res¬ 
idents where they must locate their 
outhouses.

Roosevelt—The Humanitarian 

The death of Franklin Delano Roosevelt caused a 
grievous loss to the world last Thursday afternoon. 
His death was so sudden and so unexpected that mil¬ 
lions could not quite comprehend that they were now 
without the leadership of one of the world’s fore¬ 
most statesmen and a man in whom they had placed 
all their hopes for a better world. 

Historians will write about this great man, a man 
who will undoubtedly be linked alongside Washing¬ 
ton and Lincoln. Despite his aggressive spirit which 
made him a world leader, Roosevelt always contin¬ 
ued to be a humanitarian. His best known efforts are 
towards those stricken little children who suffered 
from paralysis and who were trying to get back on 
the road to health the hard way. He knew their suf¬ 
fering, for he, too, suffered in his youth of paralysis 
and only his inconquerable courage had overcome 
physical sickness to bring him to his responsible po¬ 
sition in life. He started the March of Dimes for 
these youngsters so that they might have the best 
treatment that medical science could offer. 

Twice weekly he met the Press on common ground 
at his now famous press conferences. Here world 
topics of the days were discussed. In the world of 
entertainment he was known to scores of profession¬ 
al entertainers who came to love him. His sympathies 
were always extended to the little men, to whom he 
came when they were in the grip of depression and 
fear. He gave them work, a shorter working week, 
increased wages and better working conditions. 

Here was a man whose boundless energy, despite 
physical handicap, made him one of the truly great 
men of our time, a man of foresight and a man fill¬ 
ed to overflowing with human kindness. 

Our Victory Loan Record

Still Time For That Band 

Despite the urgency of organizing a band to take 
part in the V-Day celebrations no one appears to be 
taking the lead. Gen. Eisenhower has stated public¬ 
ly that there will be no Peace announcement from 
the Allied Command while there were still strong 
units of German resistance anywhere in Germany. 
To us this means that the day-to-day waiting on 
Peace news flashes has been set back several weeks 
and that should a local band be organized immediate¬ 
ly it has a good chance to get into shape before the 
V-Day celebrations start. 

Cemeteries’ Improvements Now Assured 

It took only a matter otf minutes for council to 
grant $200 for improvement of local cemeteries this 
spring and summer, once the subject came up for 
consideration. All councillors agreed that the cem¬ 
eteries in their present condition were an eye sore 
and were badly in need of improvement. They took 
a step farther and authorized that the cemeteries be 
listed each year in the budget and a sum allotted for 
their improvement, thus they would always be 
brought to the attention of the Parks committee. 

To many citizens who are fully aware of the im¬ 
provements necessary the $200 to them is only a flea- 
bite. However, it is a start and now that improve¬ 
ments are to be undertaken every year results should 
be forthcoming in a few years. 



JOBS FOR UNIVERSITY 
UNDERGRADUATES 

About 4,000 temporary summer 
jobs will be available this year for 
university undergraduate students 
in science and engineering courses, 
it was announced by Arthur Mc¬ 
Namara, director of National Se- 
lctive Service. 

Through the wartime bureau of 
techincal personnel and employ¬ 
ment and selective service officers, 
these positions will be available to 
students who are anxious to gain 
experience and aid in the war ef¬ 
fort during the vacation period. 
The jobs have been located through 
a questionaire sent to employers 
across Canada. 

About 3,000 jobs have already 
been reported, and another 1,000 
are expected by the end of the 


spring university term. Jobs will 
be listed at each university, where 
a faculty member will be designat¬ 
ed to act as liaison officer with 
selective service. Local employment 
offices will accepe applications and 
arrange for work permits. 

Labor department officials point 
out that engineering and science 
students can play an important 
part in helping solve th e manpower 
shortage which is current in war 


plants and essential civilian indus¬

K There are 58 patients in the hos- 
ital just now, some who have re¬ 
cently come in and others who have 
been with us for several years. 
They are all making progress, al¬ 
though many of the treatments 
take a long while, but you never 
see an unsmiling face or a child 
who does not have a cheerful word. 

If you went up on the third floor 
of the hospital into the gymnasium 
you would see the equipment which 
is so important in helping them get 
well. There are rope swings in 
which they pull themselves about, 
ladders for climbing, rowing ma¬ 
chines, finger boards, etc. Nurses 
specially trained in this work help 
the children to get the most bene¬ 
fit from their exercises. Then on 
another floor is the therapeutic 
bath, or more commonly called the 
“tank,” where the patients lie in 
water of certain regulated temper¬ 
atures to receive massage and spe¬ 
cial exercising. This tank, which 
takes up about half the room, has 
rounded comers and is somewhat 
in the shape of a large T. We think 
the patients must have great fun 
taking this part of their treatment 
for there would be plenty of room 
to splash in such a huge tub.

TUBERCULOSIS OF THE BOVINE _ 
TYPE AND UNDULANT FEVER 

Tuberculosis of childhood, except- j 
ing the pulmonary type, is caused by I 
contaminated milk. A careful survey; 
of 352 tuberculosis children in one j 
United States city showed that 25 
per cent, suffered from the bovine 
type. The source of infection in these 
cases was raw (unpasteurized) milk. 

Some years after the introduction J 
of compulsory milk pasteurization in j 
Toronto, a survey revealed that the I 
only children in hospital suffering 
from tuberculosis of the bovine type 
were from outside the city. 

Most favored body points for tuber¬ 
culous germs from raw milk are the 
lymph gland of the intestines and the j 
neck and bones. Tuberculosis ofl 
bones and joints causes many crip- J 
pling deformities. 

A common disease in cattle is in- i 
fectious abortion from germs called 
brucella. Goats, pigs and cows can [
